SUBJECT: CIV AIR: EFFECT OF BRITISH AIRWAYS STRIKE 
ON INTERNAL GERMAN SERVICE 

1 . AT APRIL 6 CAA MEETING UK CIVAIRATT HANLEY REPORTED 
ON EFFECT OF BRITISH AIRWAYS STRIKE ON SERVICES TO 
AND FROM BERLIN. HE SAID THAT BA MANAGEMENT HAD SAID 
IT WOULD BE NECESSARY TO CLOSE DOWN ALL OPERATIONS. 

BUT HE HAD TALKED TO HEAD OF NORTHERN EUROPE DIVISION 
AND BEEN ASSURED THAT THE IGS WAS ALLRIGHT AT 

LEAST FOR THE TIME BEING. BERLIN LONDON SERVICES 
CURRENTLY ARE LANDING AT BROADMOOR AND BEING BUSSED 
TO LONDON, BUT TRAFFIC IS SO LIGHT THAT THIS MIGHT 
BE DISCONTINUED. 

2. US AND FRENCH CAA'S ON APRIL 7 EXPRESSED TO HANLEY 
THEIR CONCERN THAT EVERY POSSIBLE EFFORT BE MADE TO 
PREVENT THE STRIKE FROM AFFECTING THE IGS IN VIEW 

OF THE SENSITIVITY IN BERLIN TO ANY LIMITATION TO 
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OUTSIDE ACCESS. HANLEY ADVISED THAT THERE SEEMS TO 
BE A GOOD CHANCE THAT THE DISPUTE WILL BE SETTLED 
TODAY BUT THAT IF IT IS NOT, IT WILL BE USEFUL TO THE 
FCO TO BE ABLE TO SAY THAT THE US AND FRANCE HAVE 
EXPRESSED THEIR OPINION THAT THE IGS SHOULD BE TREATED 
AS A SPECIAL CASE. HE SAID THIS MIGHT BE SUFFICIENT TO 
BRING THE STRIKERS COOPERATION WHEN A SIMILAR STATE- 
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MENT BY HMG WOULD NOT. 

ACTION REQUESTED: WE RECOMMEND DEPARTMENT AND 
EMBASSY LONDON CONSIDER SIMILAR APPROACHES TO UK 
IF THE DISPUTE IS NOT SETTLED IN THE MEANTIME.
